"The respective counties of the State shall provide in the 
manner prescribed by law, for those of the inhabitants who 
by reason of age, infirmity or misfortune, may have claims 
upon the aid and sympathy of society; 



provided, however, 
the Legislature may by general law provide for a uniform 
Statewide system for such benefits, and appropriate money 
therefor; 



but no such general law shall provide benefits to 
any person who shall not have been a resident of the State 
of Florida for a period of five years continuously next pre- 
ceding his application therefor, nor shall such general law 
provide for benefits to any person solely on account of age 
who has not attained the age of sixty -five years; 

provided, 
further, that where by any law of the United States, a lesser 
or different period of residence, age or citizenship shall be 
fixed in order for the State of Florida to participate in any 
Federal grants that might be made for such purposes, the 
Legislature may prescribe such requirements as to citizen- 
ship, age and residence as will be consistent with and not 
in conflict with such Federal law. "

In accordance with Section 409. 20, Florida Statutes, here Is die twenty- 
eighth annual report. 

The department continues the effort to transform the assistance programs 
from palliative relief to services which prevent and socially rehabilitate. 
Important though this transformation is, almost half of the people served 
by die department do not use these new services. For them the monthly 
welfare check, providing all or a part of melr subsistence, Is and will 
continue to be the most Important kind of assistance we can give. We 
continue to strive to do this humanely and efficiently , 

As you know, me State Welfare Board and District Welfare Board members 
periodically assess die department's programs in order to know thoroughly 
what improvements or other changes need to he made. The brevity of this 
report dees not allow a description of the thousands of man-hours of 
volunteer work performed by board members In the management of the 
affairs of the department. Out of respect to melr efforts, however, we 
should make note of their consensus that die principal Improvements 
needed are In the benefits and services of the programs of Aid to Families 
with Dependent Children and of Child Welfare Services .

FLORIDA'S STATE WELFARE PROGRAM 

The State Welfare Board governs the Department of Public Welfare; it 
exercises the supervisory, regulatory, and policy making power in the depart- 
ment. It is responsible to administer, or to cause to be administered, all 
social welfare carried on in Florida by the use of joint federal and state funds; 
and, it may cooperate with counties and cities in administering their welfare 
services. The board is composed of one member from each Congressional 
District, plus one from the state at large, appointed by the Governor for 4- 
year overlapping terms, and confirmed by the State Senate. Tlie board 
employs an administrator, the State Welfare Director, to carry out its deci- 
sions. The programs are administered through the twelve District Welfare 
Boards which are responsible to the State Board. 

The District Welfare Boards have a supervisory function in the districts. 
They are responsible to supervise the administration of tlie rules, regulations, 
and policies adopted by tlie State Board for the department. Members of the 
District Welfare Boards are also appointed by the Governor, two from each 
county in the district, and more in proportion to population. Both tlie state 
and disteict board members serve without compensation, but are reimbursed 
for necessary expenses. 

The programs are supported by general revenues appropriated by the State 
Legislature and supplemented by federal funds in the event that conditions 
prescribed by the national welfare laws axe met. These conditions are in- 
tended to insure fair and equitable distribution of funds, and to leave tie re - 
sponsibility for administration entirely witJi tlie State. 

Chapter 409, Florida Statutes, gives the department broad responsibility 
to care for needy persons, to study dependency, to make and carry out plans 
for the rehabilitation of persons in need of care, and to provide necessary so- 
cial services for troubled families and children. This statute also makes tlie 
State Welfare Board responsible to determine the amount of aid, within the 
limits fixed by law, that applicants may receive. This amount is determined 
by (1) the money appropriated by tlie Legislature; (2) the number of eligible 
applicants; (3) the extent of need of each eligible person.

During the year the services program, to which the 
department is committed, became a reality . The first step 
was to classify all cases according to their need for certain 
"defined services" which the department is prepared to give. 
Of the more than 120, 000 cases served by the department 
each month, 56.7% need these "defined services," The 
'defined services" help recipients to make the best use of 
their own capacities, and give protection to both the aged 
and children, who must have someone act en their behalf. 
The services program raises hope of some future reduc- 
tions in public assistance costs by assisting people toward 
self-support, to the degree that it is possible. 

The services to older, ill persons show that it is pos- 
sible to help many of them remain in their own homes; to 
assure them of protection against exploitation and mistreat- 
ment; and to help them plan for living arrangements best 
suited to their particular needs, whether this be in their 
own home, a custodial facility, or a nursing home . 

Services to children, in Aid to Families with Dependent 
Children, protect the legal rights of children too. They 
also assure that the needs of each child for special services 
are determined and that they are met to the extent of avail- 
able community resources. The services are to help the 
child to make the best use of his own capacities by appro- 
priate use of health and educational facilities so that as he 
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reaches adulthood he will be better equipped to assume his 
place in society as a responsible individual. 

Services also help the child's parent to become self- 
supporting through vocational counseling and use of adult 
education opportunities. Particular services help improve 
the supervision and care provided to children in their own 
homes. This is done by giving the parent assistance in his 
or her assumption of parental responsibility , 

Later in the year the board authorized department par- 
ticipation in work -experience and training programs au- 
thorized under the National Economic Opportunity Act of 
1964. This is another aspect of the department's service 
program. Specifically, Title V of that act enables state 
welfare departments to engage in work -experience and 
training programs . 

Any applicant or recipient not satisfied with a decision, 
or a service, provided by the decision of the district wel- 
fare board may appeal to the State Welfare Board to review 
his situation and render a new decision. Of those who had 
appealed for a fair hearing, and whose cases were consid- 
ered by the State Welfare Board, during the year the board 
found in favor of 32, and denied 145. This procedure not 
only provides every applicant and recipient with an avenue 
of impartial appeal to what is, in effect, a higher court, 
but it provides the board members with continuous experi- 
ence in the impact of public assistance on the lives of pri- 
vate citizens. 

As a part of improving the quality of the department's 
service, a quality control unit has been established m the 
state office. This team evaluates the work done by scruti- 
nizing individual sample cases, even to the extent of visiting 
the homes of the recipients in question. The information 
gleaned from these case reviews is passed back to the dis- 
tricts to help them improve their work throughout. 
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child welfare services 



During the year, the department's new Adoption Place- 
ment Program placed 251 children in permanent homes, and 
placements were in process for 36 additional homes. Em- 
phasis during the year was on continued development and 
improvement of adoption placement policies and procedures, 
and coordination of the service with the voluntary child 
placing agencies . 

Eight workshops for people working in day -care centers 
were co -sponsored by the department and by the Florida 
Association for Children Under Six, and approximately 850 
individual workers participated in them. Some sixteen 
more workshops are planned. 

The training workshop for Houseparents of children's 
institutions was co -sponsored by the Florida Group Child 
Care Association and the department for the seventh year. 
Attendance was at an all time high of 94 persons from state 
and local public institutions and voluntary institutions li- 
censed by the department. 

With the guidance of an active Citizens ' Day -Care Ad- 
visory Committee, the department entered into cooperative 
projects with ten organizations to demonstrate methods of 
improving day-care, to assist local communities in planning 
to meet the need for better care, and to provide casework 
service as an integral part of day -care programs . 

The number of children coming to the attention of the 
department because of neglect and abuse continued to in- 
crease. It placed heavy demands on the department's lim- 
ited number of child welfare workers and supervisors. 
More children needed foster home care than available funds 
would allow. Services had to be restricted. Even so, by 
the end of the year, 3, 900 children were in emergency 
shelter or foster home care .

During the fiscal year 1964-65, the number of regular 
positions filled increased from 1, 687 on July 1, 1964 to 
1, 927 on June 30, 1965, an increase of 240. The largest 
increase was in October when the number rose from 
1, 745-1/2 to 1, 794-1/2, an increase of 49 filled positions. 

There were 780 accessions of which 83 were persons 
who returned from long leave without pay. Separations for 
the period totalled 425, of which 28 were resignations of 
persons on long leaves without pay at the time of the resig- 
nation. The agency granted 129 long leaves during the 
period.

dVIL DEFENSE 

During the year, members of the department were 
called on by the American National Red Cross to assist the 
Red Cross with professional and clerical staff in caring 
for the victims of Hurricanes "Cleo" and "Dora." This is 
the department's obligation in a natural disaster. Staff 
members from Districts 3, 5, 6, 9, 10, 12 helped in these 
operations . 

Selected members of six of the districts participated 
in a five-day course on Red Cross casework procedures. 
Plans are being made to train members from the other six 
districts . 

Reviews of Emergency Welfare Service plans from the 
counties continue, as to plans for recruiting and training 
and voluntary emergency welfare service staff. 



LEGAL SERVICES 

The department's attorney coordinated all material 
related to Title VI of the U. S. Civil Rights Act of 1964. 
He also represented the department in all contested adop- 
tions, and in licensure actions, and in obtaining from 
juvenile courts the permanent commitment of children for 
adoption placement. 

The attorney also assisted in the prosecution of fraud 
cases, gave legal counsel and interpretation on matters of 
eligibility for public assistance, and consulted with Judges, 
prosecuting authorities, and other officers of the courts 
throughout the state .
